Nothing is pro- 
perly ours but the time prefent, and all the reft 
» nothing. It is the only good which we poflefs.

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-Bm we muft rifled! that odt days and bourg 
are always on the wing. Infancy and youth pafs 
away i)ke a dream , and when we come to the 
old age, we fee before us the goal to which 
atl men are haftening. The generality of mankind 
look upon ic as a rock upon which they are to 
fuffer shipwreck ; but this is a miftake : it is 
.father a port which we should by no means en- 
Aavour to avoid, and thofe who arrfve there loa- 
ded with years have no more reafon to complain 
than a mariner, who, aft^r a long voyage, is 
juft entering the harbour . There are calms at fea 
Which weary while they detain us, and there 
are violent winds which drive us with rapidity

Aly the f^me With refpedl to fife: fome finish 
their cobrfe with furpriCng fwiftiiers, while others 
&I^y till old age overtakes them , Which is not 
always to be wished, for the advantage does not 
confift in living long, but in living wefl. A wife 
imn should tnoofe to live as well as be ought, 
rather tbau as long as he can, and confider mo* 
le the goodoefs than the length of his fife .

ihe boundlefs variey of her works , though 
igtiorant in a great meafuie of the power which

gave her birth. Had this fludy no other re* 
commendation than the gratification of that cu« 
riofity fo natural to the foul , I think it w^^uld 
be fufficienr to prompt mod men to a purluit of 
it, at lead to attain a tir^ure of it. 

The more We contemplate any part of natu- 
re, the more we have occaficn to revere the al- 
mighty Author of it. The farther we carry our 
refearches , the more our fenfes are awuk.ned , 
the greater are our conceptions of infinite good* 
nefs and wifdom : furveying her throughout , we 
shall find all beauty and method, order and ceco- 
nomy , that nothing is made in vain: examine 
'but the fmalleft, the meaneft reptile, ve find all 
its parts curiously difpofed to enable it to feek 
his nourishment, and the neceflaries for the -pre- 
fervatioti of its life: the minuted part of a fmall 
fly, feen through a folar microfcope prefenis lis 
'with ample matter for admiration: nay, even fa 

Q blade of grafs there is more curious workman- 
ship, if 1 may be allowed the expreffion, than 
' ki the mdl complicated machine ever ioventad 

by 
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fr^ maa. Nothing shews the works of nature fdf 
cruly Doble, as compariog them with the works 
of men. In the former, all is great, beaucifol 
and perfeA; in the latter, all is comparatively 
mean and defective; the firft lead us to know 
and adore the greaceil and mod perfeA of Beings; 
the lad to fee and regret our own weaknefs and 
Smpetfcftion. 

The fyftem of nature is the magnificent palatit 
of the king of the univerfe. The ignorant and 
incuricus,, fays ai gfeat Philofopher, is a fpider 
which reiires into ibme dark corner, and wraps 
itfelf in its own dufly cobweb , inftnfible of the 
innumerable beauties which furround it. But the 
Judicious enquirer kito nature, in contemplating , 
admiring and moralifing upon the works of its 
infinite Author, proves the juftnefs of his owa 
underftanding by his approbation of the perfect 
produdions of an infinite perfe^^ Being. The fa- 
culcy ot capacity of thought is what ratfes our 
nature above the anitnal ; and the proper appli« 
cation or exertion of this capacity, is what irai* 
fes men one above another . We ought <o cofik 
flder the improvement of every faculty of tbt 
' mind as a part of Virtue; for the proper impio* 
vemenc and due conduiV of the underMao^iQg,^ 
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ji 90 indiTpenfable part of cbe duty of every ra- 
liona) being. If then the acquifinqn of knowledge 
is net only a neceflary qudificanon , but alfo a 
•^iicy 9 or moral obligation , it should engage 
par( of every one^s attention; and certainly there 
;Canno|: be^a more laudable ambition than rbac of 
attau)ing jufl fentitnents of the fupreme Governor 
of t^<\vorld, of his nature and attributes, which 
%Xft acquired by the meditation of the wonderful 
works of Providence • 

The ftudy of Phiiofopby is of the moft im^ 

portam advantage fur railing us above vice, and 

^confirming us in a*fteady courfe of virtue., which 

•ifcthe direft tendency of all true knowledge t 

.and the e0eft which it never fails to produce 

jn £very boned and uncorrupied mind.

in Mahomet's life^ as what was alcogbecer im* 
(loffible and abford ; but coaVerfing one day with 
one. great DoAor in the law, who had the gift 
of working miracles , the Doctor . told him he 
would quick y convince him of ibe truth of this 
paffage in the hiftory of Mahono^t , if he would 
confent to do what be should deGre of him. 
Upon this the Sultan was diredted to place him« 
feJf by an huge tub of water, which he did ac- 
cordingly; ai^d as he ftood by the tub amidd a 
circle of his great men, the holy man bid him 
to plunge his bead into the wsccr, and draw ic 
up again. The king accordingly tbruft his bead 
into the water , and at the fame cime found him- 
felf at Che foot of a mountain on a fea shore. 
The King immediately began to rage againll his 
Doftor for this piece of treachery and wit- 
chcraft; but at length knowing it^ was in vain 
CO be angry, be fee bimfelf to think on proper 
methods for getting a livelihood in this (Irange 
country. Accordingly he applied bimfelf to fome 
people , whom be faw at work in a neighbouring 
wood: thefe people, condiifted bim to a town

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The fohr tnomlis, or tht time ^^t^ng wliich 
the fun pafles from one figi to andiher , art 
not equal, becaufe it reamains longer io tb6 
feptcntrional than in the meridional figns; but ac- 
cording to its regular courfe , a foiar montk 
confifts ot thirty days , ten hours and twenty 
four roinuces. 

The Lunar year has 354 days , eight hours, 
and forty eight minutes. 

A Lunar month, or the interval from one 
new moon to the other , has twenty nine days > 
twelve hours, and forty four minutes. 

The common year has 365 days . All moveable 
^Feafts are regulated by the full moon of Eafter. 

It is not yet decided whether our year is longer 
than it was fome centuries ago. The celebrated 
Euter having compared the modern obfervations 
witli thofe of Wahher de Noremberg in the 
fixteentb century , has found that ever fince that 
time the fun , or rather the earth , has confide- 
rabfy acceleratad . its motion, which confequeotly 
malces the year shorter. This acceleration of mo* 
'tion- may proceed from the - refiftance of the 
ether ^yhich the earth meets in its way; and, 
according ^to that hypotheCs, mud continually 

diminish its orbit. If this obfervation of Mr* Elii« 
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Icr be afteNracds confirmed « the cooftquence will

be f thac the orbic of che eiitfa becomiog ^Iwayi 
otfTower, will ac laft fill tke place of Venus , 
afterwards of Mearcory^ and chenin* chat proxi-

ACCOUNT OF THE THREE CALENDARS. 

j^ Here are three Calendars, fn Europe, the 
Julian 9 or old llile : the Gregorian , or new fti* 
le, and the reformed Calendar « 

The old Calendar is ufed no where ac this 
time but Jn Rul&a • In this century their immo** 
veable Feads differ from ours eleven days, and 
vt the next century the difference w.ll be twel- 
ve days . Their moveable Feads fometimes agree 
VMth ours, but at others there is a difierence 
of five weeks. The Gregorian Calendar takes 
its name from Pope Ijiregory XUL who fubili- 
tuted it for the Jolian Calendiar) and introdu* 
c^d it among the Roman Catholics in 1582. and 
as the Julian year till then ufed in Europe dif- 
fered from the folar ten days , .the Pope tuok 
diem from the^moGith of Qftober ^ /o that after 
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m fowfft <»f Oftcfber, hrflead^f Ihe fi(»^ iHey

I cannot difmifs this head without reconi* 
mending to you an attentive perufal of the bed 
books upon the military arc, that you may not, 
as many are,, be entirely ignorant of yoer pro- 
feffion . 

If you should chance to be placed in civil life 
in any department of the (late, make yourfelf per- 
feflly acquainted with the nature of your offic^; 
let not difpacches of moment be fent without ha- 
ving carefully perufed them •Here you will pro* 
bably have an opportunity of calling forth all your 
genius, all your learning; the hiftories of nations » 
the revolutions of governments , the policy of 

Courts » 
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CcKirts » the incerefti of Princes , the iocriguet of 

€abinecs. Your Koowledge of the dead and liring 
languages will be of infinite fervice co yen , and 
the facility with which you write your own, and 
the other polite tongues , will enable you to 
correfpood with the MiniRers of all the Courts 
in Europe. Here you may at once difplay. the 
fiatefman and the fcholar, the gentleman and the 
patriot. 

I do not pretend to give you apy advice how 
to aft as a Senator, as I know your cgnfcien^o 
and good feofe will diAace your cooduft in that 
capacity. Be aware, however, of the violence 
of party, and. lee not your intereft or Conner 
dions biafs your judgement. 

I shall now 9 my dear foi, take my leave of 
you , hoping chat thefe few thoughts , thrown to« 
getherfor your future happinefs r will have iheir 
defired effeftf being moft tenderly.

H^w long mud he 
fufier hunger and contempt before he may fee 
himfelf merely tolerated by thofe who have no 
Other merit but tbat of their clothes? The grea-

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(eft pains he can be at in order to accomplish 

his duty i do not procure him In thirty yeart 
the efleem he can obtain by a magnificent drefs 
in four and twenty hours. Reprefcnt to yourfe)|f 
fuch a man who witfl his ancFeni virtues and i^ 
plain coa^ ventures the firft- time io a company* 
of rkh clothes: he will be' very incky, if the 
porter alfov^^ him to come in the houfe. But 
although he may go as forward as to the anti- 
cbamber^ he his obliged however to force bis 
way through a crowd of fervants, the mod pare 
of whom look at him with contempt, fome with 
indifference, and others without minding him ac 
ftii- He asks to pay his compifments to his Gra- 
ce: he receives no anfwer . He asks again to 
pay bis humble refpeAs to his Grace : one ^of 
the fervants direfts him to another, and hdbody 
carries the word .

As the clothes are the only thing which de- 
cides of our merit, I am not ashamed to own 
that there is no perfon in che world, whom I 
look at with more veneration than my Taylor, 
I go very often to his shop, but never without 
t.holy awfulnefs, when I fee how merits, vir- 
, cues and wic rife under his creating hands, and 
how with the point of his needle he mikes illu- 
firious men burft out from their nothings in the 
fame manner as briskly darted up tbe fird gene- 
rous 
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rous deed when Neptun flnick the earth \^itfi 
hfs creating Trident- I waited upon him fome 
weeks ago, and found him in a chaos of velvets 
Md very rich filk ftuffs, from which he created 
Lords and Barons • He w:s cutting a Canon ^ 
find was in a great piflion becafufe there was not 
Velvet enough to frame his moft reverend belly. 
Upon his chair were bung two Excellencies wi« 
thout sleeves, One of his workmen' was era* 
ploied about a Lord who bad exacted before 
band from his farmer half a year's rent in order 
to shew his merits on the next Fair. There was 
upon the table a great /i]uantity of Beaus , as 
-well as many other young gentlemen, and paffio- 
nate lovers who feemed to wait impatiently for 
their formation, and the unfolding of their esd* 
ftence . Under the benches were thrown courfe 
cloths and camlets for men of letters, merchants, 
vrtifans, and other creatures of an inferiour rank* 
-Two young unskiful men were fitting near the 
dcor, and were emploied about a fuit of a Poet. 
I flood near the mafter with the hat in my hands » 
and continued above an hour in th's refpeftful 
pofture, which I generally k?eep whenever I am 
•in the companies of pcrfons of quality. My 
Taylor ii fo accoflumed to tbia my refpe^u) -fi* 

lence^ 
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fence, that he asks me ao more thereafon of 
ic . He knows very well the veocratioq I have 
for fine clothes , which is very reafonable , for 
dreffing is what we refpeft in the moft part of 
4he Great ; and as the body that is wrapt up ia 
thefe magnificent clothes ^ is generally indifferenc,, 
and of no importance to us, it is our duty to 
put on aifo this humble air when we look ac 
them without their accidental body. 

In proportion as my thoughts are raifed bp 
when I fee the wonderful effefts of my Taylor 
in his shop , as slow they (ink in regard to the 
men of quality among my countrymen when I 
happen to pafs by the shops of brokers. Thefe 
shops are in refpeA to the clothes , ^hat Graves 
are in regard to us men : here every difference va- 
nishes* I (ee very often there the old fuit oft 
Poet hung in a familiar way near that of a rich 
ttfurer, and it happened fometimes the waillcoac 
' of a Country Parfon no be placed above the vei- 
vet coat of his Bishop. I faw there an embroi- 
dered fuit , which has been for a long time the 
admiration of the whole town , and a fubjctt 
worthy to be fung by fo many (larved IVIufes^ 
Md which at la(l was forced thro* the rudenefs 
oC the creditors > to uke shelter in thefe shops. 

Be- 
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Before I put and end to this article, I mufl'add 
aKo chis • I have had the complaifance to prove 
that only drers malces perfons and merit , in return 
for this my trouble I ask a thing which fcems 
to me to be very juft. Thofe, for lo^hofe (hke 
I have treated this Proverb , and who are pof- 
Tefled with tio other merits but thofe which they 
derive from their clot}^es, will be fo jud as not 
to take for themfelves (he marks of refpedl that 
are pay'd to their habifs. They have not their 
perfons for their objeA, and it would be an un- 
pardonable encroachment upon jufiice , should 
ihiey take for themfelves the efteem which is due 
only to their clothes. But if I perceive that they 
^negledl this my advice, and continue to take for 
themfelves the compliments which are pay*d to 
their drefs, I am determined to mortify them pu- 
'blicly. I and my friends will change our com- 
pliments, and when we shall happen to me€C 
fuch perfons, we shall fay nothing elfe, buts=:I 
tnakc bold^ Sir^ to ajjure your waificoat $f m^ 
iUmble refpe&s = / recommend tnyfelf to your 
embroidered coat =3 Our country admires the 
■ merits of your laced cuffs tr May He/imn pre^ 
' ferve for many years your Lordship's velvet 
roat for the advantage of our Cburcb , €tnd fir 
tie honour of our country &c. 
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1 have been celd this very momeiic t thiog 
which I do not know whether I mud wish 
for, tr not* For an advice to tbofe who valae 
themfelves much upon the merits of their clothes » 
I wil! let them know what has been till now a 
fecret • It has been projefted that ia the new 
pragmatical law should be inferted an anicle, that 
no body will be jallo'«ved to wear a rich , w 
a (ilk coat before he has pay'd for it; and fpr 
that porpofe every body shall be obliged co car- 
ry always the difcharge of the Merchant and 
Taylor in his pocket* What a rourmnr this edift 
will raife ! And how many magnificent dreiUngs 
will difappear from our eyes ! The propofal is hi 
jtfelf fo juft, prudent and ufefuU as.it can be; 
but it appears to me too rigorous. Many, cer- 
'tainly many who have neither mferits nor money, 
and who have till now kept np their repuiaiioo* 
^ and the public efteem only at the ezpence of 
their creditors, will lofe in a moment by fuch a 
law all that has roadef them to ths time, gteac, 
amiable and worthy of efleem. What will beco- 
me of To many people ? How the Theatre will 
be for the future deferted » and our noble aflem- 
biies thinned !

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bad twelve branches. Mdallabj who was .me-f 
ditating all the day upon what he had fcen the 
night before, was willing to know what wouli 
happen the next night, if he put a light in each 
of them.

parted with his horfe, his fla\re , and two ca* 
mels. 

When he was Tome days journey from Bah 
fora^ he fold his. slave, refolving not to have a 
witnefs of his former poverty, nor of the fource 
of bis prefent riches. He bought another, aiid 
arrived witboot any obllacle ac his mother's, 
whom he would fcarce look upon , {o much 
v!ts be taken up with his treafure* His tirft care 
was CO place the loads of the camels and the 
candledick in the mod private room of the boa* 
fe ; and , in brs impatience to feed his eyes with 
bis great opulence, he placed the lights imme*^ 
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diately in the cand!e(Kck : the twelve Oervices 
lil^^ring, he gave each of them a blow with a 
cone with alt his flrengtb , left be should be 
failing in the laws of the Talifman ; but he had 
not remarked chat Moufiadarj when he ftruck 
cbem^ bad the cane in bis left hand, ^bdallab^ 
by a natural .raouon^ made ufe of bis right; and 
the Dervices, inftead of becoming heaps of ri* 
ches, immediately drew from beneath their ro< 
bes each a formidable club, with which they 
ilruck him fo hard and fo long, that they lefc 
him almoft dead , and difappeared , carrying with 
them all his treafuire, the camels, the horfe, 
the slave and the candleflick. . 

Thus WQs AbdaUab panish^d by poverty , and 
jalmoft by death, for bis unmeafurable ambition, 
which perhaps might have been pardonable, if 
it bad not been accompanied by an ingratitude 
as wicked as it \^ as audacious, (ince he had noc 
fo much as the refoarce of being able to con- 
ceal his perfidies from the too piercing eyes of 
his ©enefaiSlor^

With all deference to fuch venerbble nanf^s , vre 
cannot help condemning their cafte. A man may «

render the air wholefome , as to places- Wliich- 
ihey never reach. 

Thufe who read or write much , should be 
very attentive to their pofture.

Aate mj do-!c icratking* It has an exceHent ef# 
fcft irequently to read , or fpeak aloud: th s noc 
only esceteifes the lungs, fotx altnbft the whole 
body: Hence ftodioos people are greatly beoeft- 
ced by delivering dircxmrfes in public. Such (o'^ 
metftney hurt themfelfes by cH^erafting tHefr part;

The mornfng has by ^ medical xi^riters been 
rccfcoQfcd' tte beft time Ibr ftudy . It is fo'; but 
i(f- is alfo the moft proper time for exercifb, ^hile 
lihc ftomack is empty, and the fpirits refreshei 
with sleep . Studious people should therefore fo- 
oietinies fpend the morning in -walking, riding, 
«• feme- manly diverfions whhout doors. This

the* tJnid after thefir fpirrts are worn ovti whb 
ikigue . ft Is not fufficient to take diverfion on- 
fy ikrhea we can tbibk no longer • Every (lu- 
Aoas p^bff should make it a part of his bu- 
(laefs, and should let noting Interrupt bis hoiurr 
of recreation more than thofe of R^6y.

Ic is much to be regpei^ted that learjied men^ 
while in health pay fo litde regard to thcfe thjugSy 
Soothing is mere common than to fee a mifer* 
s^ble objeft overrun with oecvous defeafcs r ba*

any one had r^ecomoiended thefe tbiugs to him 
by way pf preventiop, the advice would « in aI^ 
probablliry , have been, treated with i^ontemi^c or 
at leaft wichuediifi.

Their fuppers 
should always be light , and taken foon in cbe

We shall only obferve, with regard to thofe 
kinds of exercife, which are mod proper for the flo^ 
diou^, tha they should not be too violent, noi':evea 
carried lo the degree of exceffive fatigue .

To remove therefore, or at leaft to extenuate 
the horrors of death, we should familiarize our- 
felves to It hy frequent rcf leftion , which will 
fooQ wean us from the irices 2nd failies of life, 
anfd attach the foul to thofe objedb in which she 
alone is imerefted , and which the body can ha- 
ve BO commerce with. The body has but a short 
exiftencc: the foul muft have eternal bemg* The 
pains and pleaf^res of the firft continue, as ft 
were, but for a moment: thofe of the latter will 
-kft to all eternity. Let us then learn to look 
with lefs afedlioQ upon things, which we are 
certain can be but of momentary duration, and 
purfiie thofe which are the hnmediate iniereft of 
the foal, and which lad for ever. Let the body 
relinquish the pleafure that clashes with the weU 
fare of the foul, nor let its short pains and fuf- 
ferings warp her from the great pivpofe of ever« 
lading happinefs. 
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AN ALLEGORICAL FABLE. 

j. Here w«e two .very poMrerfal Tyrants in t 
perpetual war againll each other. The name of 
the firft was Luxury y and of the fecond ^t^a« 
rice • The aim of e^ch of chem was no lefs than 
iiniverfal Monarchy over the hearts of mankind ^ 
Luxury .bad many Generals under him who did 
him great fervice , as Piiafure , Mirth , Pomp . 
and fashion. Avarice yir^% likewife very ftrong 
in his Officers, being faithfully ferved by Hun- 
ger ^ Indu/iry\ Care and JVatcbfulnefi . Hd had 
Jikewifc a Privy Counfellor , who was always ac 
his elbow ^ and whifpering fomeching or other ia 
his ear. The name of this Privy Counfellor wai 
Poverty. As Avarice conduAeJ himfelf by the co« 
unfels q{ Poverty J bis antagonift was entirely gui- 
ded by the dilates and advice of Plenty , who was 
his fird Counfellor andMinider of State, that cod* 
cerced all his meafures for him, and never de-^

parted out of his Hght. While thefe two great 
rivals were thus contending for empire , their con- 
quetls were very various. Luxury got poflefllon of 
one heart, and Avarice of another. The father 
of a family would often range himfelf under the 

ban-

Luxury • The wife and husband would ofcco de- 
clare cherofelves on the two diflferenc parties; 
aay cht fame perfon would very often Gde with 
one in his youth, and revolt to the other in

. vy Couofellor • When thiags were thus far ad- 
jufted towards a peace, all <Kher differ^ces wo- 
re foon accomodated, fofomuch (hac4or th^ fu- 
ture they refolved to live 4is good fr^eBda add 
coefederates, and to share between them what 
ever conquefts were made: on either - fide • For 
this reafon we now find Luxury. and Avarice ta- 
king pofleffion of the tame heart, anil dividing 
she fome perfon between them • To which I shall 
only add, that Once the difcardiog of the Coun- 
feilors abovementioned , Avarice fupplies Luxury 
in the room oi PUmy^ as Luxury ^xom^is Avar 
rice in the place of Poverty.

If ic is a dcetm , 
let me enjoy ic, (ince it makes me both the hap- 
pier and better man. 

I mud confefs I do not kno'or how to tnid a mao 
ivho believes neither heaven nor hell , or , io 
other words, a future (late of rewards and pu- 
nishments. Not only natural fclflove, but reafon 
directs us :o prdmoce our owd intered above 

all 
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til things. Ic can never be for the intereft of a 

believer to do me a mifcbief ^ faecaafe be is fure 
upon the balance of accotnpts to find himrelf a 
lofer by It. On the contrary, if he conGders'hit 
own welfare in his behaviour towards me, Ic 
will lead him to do all the good he can , and 
at the fame time reftrain him from doing me 
any injury. An unbeliever does not aA like a 
reafonable creature if he favours me contrary to 
bis prefenc interefl:, or does not didrefs me when 
it turns to his prefent advantage. Honour and 
goodnature may indeed tie up his hands; bur as 
thefe would be very much (Irengtbened by rea- 
fon and principle, lb without them they are only 
indinds, or wavering unfettled notions, which 
reli on no foundation* 

Infidelelity has been attacked with fo good 
fuocefs of late years , that it is driven out of all 
Its outworks • The Atheift has not found his 
poft tenable , and is therefore retired into Deism » 
and a disbelief of revealed Religion only. Buc 
the truth of it is, the greateft number of this 
feft of men, are thofe who, for want of a vir- 
tuous education , or examining the grounds of 
Religion, know fo very little of the matter in 
queftion, that tbei^ iofidelUy it but another term 
^oc their ignoraiic^ • 
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As folly ami iocoofidecatewft are' the fotiKlft- 
tions of infidelicx, the great piUars and fu^portt 
of it ari^ eicb)er a vaaity of appeariiig wifer cbao 
ibfr reft of mankind y or an oftemacioo of cou^ 
rage ip defpifing the cerrora of ^nodie^r worlds 
which have fo great an influi^nco 09 wh^ thtf 
fiall weafker minds; or an averiion to a belief 
^hat mud cue them off from many of tbofe plear 
fiires they propofe to them (elves , and fill them 
with remorfe for many of tbofe they have already 
'tailed. 

The great received articles of the Chriftian Re* 

ligion have been fo clearly proved, from the 

'aisthority of that divine Revelation in which the||^ 

are delivered ^ that it is impoflSble for thote who 

have cars to hear, and eyes to fee-, not to be 

convinced, of thfem • Bat were it poffible for any 

thing in the Ghriilian Faith to be erroneous « I 

can find no ill confluences in iidhering to it'. 

The great poiDts of the Incarnation ax^d ftiSerings 

c»f our Saviour produce naturally fuch habits of 

virtue in the mind, of man, that I fay, fuppo* 

i1(!g it were pofllble for: ua to he mifiakeii in 

"^^thefn; the infidel himfelfmuO; gc lead allow that 

^ no other fyftem, of. Religion can fo eff^^ftualljr 

'i:i)iitdba€a £9 die'h^h{etiu)g idf.Mo£aii(y» They 
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f^w m grett ideas of ehe dignity of homao m^ 
cure, and of the love which cbe fuprcme Being 
bears to hh creatures, and Confeqiiemly engage 
us in the hfgheft afts of duty cowards oar Crea- 
tor, our Neighbour and ourfelves. How many 
noble argufaenes has faioc Paul raifed from the 
chief articles of our Religion , for the advancing 
of morality in ics three great branches? To givs 
a fingle example in each kind: whac can be a 
ftronger motive to a firm truft add reliance 6a 
the mercies of our Maker , than the giving . us 
his Son to fuger for us? What can make us lo- 
ve and efteem even the moft inconfiderable, of 
mankind , more than the thought that Jefus Chrrft 
died for him? Or what difpofe us to fet a dti^ 
^er guard upon the putiiy of our own heanf , 
Chan our being members of Chrift^ and as pari 
of the fociety of which that immaculate Perfofli 
IS the Head? But thefe are oqly a f)>ecimeo ot 
chofe admirable enforcements of morality y^hkh 
the Apoftle has drawn from the hi|)or)r of piur 
bleiT^d Savfoor* 

If our modern infidels confidered thefe matterf 
with that candour and ferioufnefs which they icm 
ferve, we should not fee them a^ with fuch » 
ipiric of bitterneft, arro^Ofio and: flsialj^. They 



would not be railing Tuch iofignrficaoc cavils , do- 
ubts and fcruples , as may be (larced againft every 
ibing chac is Dot capable. of niacbemacical demon* 
ftracioD , in order to uofetde the minds of che 
. ignorant, diflurb the public peace, fubverc mo^ 
raliiy, and throw all things into confuGon and 
difordcr. If none of tbefe refltxions can have 
any influence on tbem , there is one that perhaps 
may, becaufe it is adapted co their vanity, by 
which they feem to be guided much more than 
by their reafon ; I would therefore have them 
confider , that the wifeft and beft of men , in all 
ages of the world, have been thofe who lived up 
to the Religion of their country, when they faw 
nothing in it to oppofe morality, and co the bed 
lights they had of the Divine nature. Pytagoras*^ 
fird rule directs us to worship the Gods, at it 
is drdaimd by law^ for that is the mud natural 
interpretation of the precept. Socrates who was 
the mod renowned amongd the Heathens both 
for his wifdom and virtue in bis lad moments 
defires his friends to offer a cock to JEfculapiusi 
doubtlefs out of a fubmillive deference to the 
cffablislied worship of his country . Xenopbm 
tell us , that his Prince ( who*i he fets forth as 
a pattern of perfection J) when he found his death

approachmg , offered facrifices on the mouncaini 
CO che Perfian Jupiter , ^nd the Suo , according 
io the cuflom of the Perfiansj for cbofe are the 
words of che hiftoriao. Nay, cbe Epicureans 
and aconomical philbfophers shewed a very re- 
markable modefly in this particular; for cho' the 
being of a God was entfrely repugnant to their 
fchemes of natural pbilofophy , tbey contented 
themreives with the denial of a Providence, af« 
ferting at the fame time the exigence of Gods 
in general, becaufe they would not shock the 
common belief of mankind, and the Religion of 
their country.

Udoxus and Leontine began the world with 
fmall eftates • They vere both of them men of 
good fenfe and great virtue. They profecated their 
fiudies together in their earlier years, and ente- 
red into fuch a friendship as lafted to the end 
of their lives; Eudoxus at his fird fecting out in 
the world, threw himfelf into a Court ; where 
by his natural endowments and his acquired abili- 
lies lie made bis way from one poll into ano*

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Cher 9 ciU h length lie hftd ni&i a vefy cooft- 

d^i^ble fprcuiie. LemiinCj oo the contrary, fo- 
ught , all Qppof tupifies of improifiDg his mind bjr 
tta<iy» coavefiiiiieo and travel. He was. coc onif 
acquaioced. wub.ali fhe fciences^ but with the 
nio(! efoloetx profe0bf s of tbem cbrougbc Eura* 
pe • He knew perfe^ly: well ibe interefls of iH 
Pfioces with (he cuSoiais ^nd fa^ioos of their 
Courts :. aod couid fcarce 4tt^< with the name uf 
an ejLtcaordioary perfoa io the Newfpaper, whom 
he had ekber, talked to, or feea. lo shore, be 
kad fo wcU mixt and digisfted bis knowledge of 
men and books, that he made one of the moft 
accomplished perfoos of his age . During the whole 
courie of his fiudies and travel he kept Dp a 
ponAual correfpo^dence wiih J^udoocus ^who of^ 
cen made bimfelf acceptable to the principal mi&a 
about Cottct bor (he kiielligence he received from 
Leominc. Wh?a xhey we«^ hath curned^of foe- 
cy, they determined, acaoj:ding to the refolmiof 
they bad taken in ih«i beginning of thfsit livea^ 
lo retire, aod paf^ che remainder of their days 
In the covocry • In . order to this , tbey both of 
fbem married much aboitt the fame time • 1490-

forted by cbe daily viiits and cor^verfacions of 
ills friend* As they were ooe day calking togecheir 
^ith tkeir ufual intimacy , Limine cofiiideriog 
liow incapable- he was of giving his daughter a 
proper education in hit own haufe , and Eadoxut 
feflc6Hng^ on the ordinary behaviour of a fon whd 
knows him&lf to be the heir of a grsac e&ce; 
iSiey both agreed upon an eatchange, namely^

ihn was the name ^ of the girl ) aod educated 
her as ber own datighcer. The two friends > on 
each flde, bad wrought chemfeives to fuch an 
habitual tendernefs for the children who. were 
under their direftion, chac each of them bad a 
real paffion of l^^ther, where the title was but 
imagioary . FUrie ( the name of the young heir 
that lived with Leontine ) tho' he bad all the 
duty and affkAion imaginable for his fupppfed pa^ 
rent, was taught to rejoice at the fight of Eu- ' 
doxus who vifited bis friend very frequently , and 
was directed by his natural aSeAion as well as 
by the rules of prudence co make bimfelf eftee* 
med and beloved by Florio. The boy was now 
old enough to know his fuppofed Father's cir- 
cumftances • and that therefore he was to make 
his way in the world by his own induftry • This 
confideracion grew ftrooger in hinj every day, 
and produced fo good an effed;, that he applied 
himfelf wiih more than ordinary attention to the 
purfuit of every thing which Leontine recommen- 
ded to him. His natural abilities, which were 
very good , aflSfted by the dircftioiis of fo excel- 
lent a counfellor, enabled him to make a quicker 
progrOfs than ordinary through all the parts oC 

his 
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his education. Before he wa* twenty years of 

age , having finished his ftudiea and exercifes with 
great applaufe , he was removed from the Unf« 
overfly to the .Inns of Court, where there afe 
very tew that make therafelves confiderable prb^ 
ficients in the (ludies of the place , who know 
they shall arrive at great edates without them . 
This was not Florio's. cafe; he found that three 
hundred a year was but a poor eftate for Leon- 
tine and hirofelf to live upon, fo that he fiudiefl 
without intermiflion till he gained a very good 
infight into the conftitntion and laws of bis 
country. 

I should have told my reader, that whilll 
Florio lived at the houfe of his fofter father , he 
was always an acceptable gueft in the family of 
Eud$xus where he become acquainted with LeO'- 
nilla from her infancy* His acquaintance with 
her by degrees grew into love, which in a mind 
trained up in all the fentiments of honour and 
virtue became a very uneafy paffion. He defpai- 
red of gaining an heirefs of fo great a fortune,' 
and would rather have died than attempted it by 
indireA methods. Leonilla who was a woman 
of the greateft beauty joined with the greatefl 
ttodefly entertained. a fecret paffion iox Ftorio^

imt cooduOed lierfelf wkh fo «acb predeoce,

For it feems Eudo^us wap 
So tilled with the report of hjs fOB*<s repywaHoQ* 
that he could no Ipoger withold pakiog himfetf 
known to him. The rooming. after his arrival at 
the houfe of his fuppoled father, Leootioe told 
biro that Eudoxus had foroethiog of gr^t impioi* 
tance to communicate to him » qpoa whicb^ the 
good mao embraced him 9 and wept. Fkrh vr9§ 
no fooner arrived at the great hoofe, that ftood 
in his neighbourood , but Mudoxus took him hjf 
the hand 9 and» after the iirft falutes were over^ 
condudled him into his clofec • He theve -opeoed 
to him the whole fecret of bis parentage aod 
education , concluding after this manner «

Fhrh tras fo bvetirhelmed whh this profa- 
fion of happ}ners;r that he 'Was not able to make 
a reply; butthreV himfelf at his Father^s feet^ 
and admift d flood of tedrs' klfTed and embraced 
bis knees, asking bis bleilibg, and expreffing in 
dumb show thofe fentiments of love, duty and 
gfaticude that were too big for utterance. To 
tfonchsde, the happy pair were married, and half 
Ettdoxtts's eftate fettled upon them. Leontine^ 
atad EUiotus paflTed the remainder of their lives 
tbgetber ^ and receivied in the dutiful and aflTcftio- 
Mm behaviour of Florio and LeonillM tbe juft 

re- 
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tecompeoce , m well as tbc mtnral eSeAi of tb« 
care, which. they had beftowed upon chem ia theiK 
education.

Oftsnsia wts a woman of excraordinary idc 
and beauty » but very unhappy in a father , who 
having arrived at great riches by his own inda* 
(try 9 cook delight in nothing but his money* 
Tbod^fius was the younger fon of a decayed fa- 
mily of great parts and learning improved by t 
genteel and virtuous education • When he was in 
the twentieth year of his age, he became acquain- 
ted with Conftantia , who had not then pafled 
her fifteenth. As he lived bnt a few miles dUlanc 
from her father's houfe , he had frequent oppor- 
tunities of feeing her , and by the advantages of 
a good perfon , and a pleafiog converfation made 
fuch an impreffion in her heart , as it was im* 
poffible for time to efface. A long acquaintance 
made them dill difcover new beauties in each 
other, and by degrees raifed in them that mutual 
pafTion which had an influence on their foUuwmg 
lives .

He foon concerted this affair fo well, 
that be told Conflantia^ it was bis defignto mar* 
ly her to fuch a gentleman , and that her wed* 
ding should be celebrated on fuch a day; Con- 
Pantia\ who was overawed with the authority of 
her father, and unable to object any thing againft 
fo advantageous a match, received the propofal 
with a profound filence, which her father com-

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Thii letter tra^s conveyed to Cof^afHia xhu 
Very evening, who ferated at tfce rbaditfg of k*; 
indthe nej^t momihg ske tras initch more alat-

her father's houfe otie i&fter atioth^r'fo enquht 
•ff they had beared any thing of Tlt^^afo/f/Sry/lrbb, 
ft feems^ had left his chamber abodtitiianfght, 
%nd could no where be fouod. Thedefep M^hHi* 
«hoIy, which had^ hi)ng upon hniniind fortie^iMte

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httatt^ nadb them apprehend cfae wor ft thaccoulj 

befail him. Cinftantia who knew chat oothing 

bui the report of her marriage could have drivaa 

iiim CO fuch extremities, was not to be confor*

ted: she now accufed berfelf for having fo u- 
meiy given an ear to the propofal of a husbaind^ 
and looked upon the new lover as the murderer 
f>f Tbeodofius. In short, she refolved to fufier the 
titmoft effedls of her father's difpleafure, rather 
than comply with a marriage which appeared to 
faer fail of guilt, and horror. The father feeing 
bimfelf entirely rid of Tbeodofius and likely to 
keep a conGderable portion in his family, was 
not very much eoncernt^d ac the obftinate refufal 
t>f his daughter , and did not find it very difficult 
to excafe himfelf upon that account to his inten- 
•dii^d fon in law, who had regarded this alliance 
tatter as a marriage of oonvenience than of lo- 
?e, Confiantia had now no relief but in her de* 
yo(i6ns, and exercifes of Religion, co which her 
i#id)aoii bad fo enprely fubjedted her ipind , that 
after fome years , which had abated tUe violence 
of bef forrows, and fettled ber thoughcs in a 
kind 6( tranquillity ,.^he refolved to pafs the re- 
Ifiatnder of ber days in a Convent. H.r father 
•toAS not difpieafed with a refolution, which v/ould

fave matitf itt his famlljr, and rwdify compiled 
trich his daughter's intenlions. Accordingly ill 
the twenty fifth year of her age, while her beafo- 
ly was yet in its bfoom , he carried her to a 
neighbourfng town in order to look out a SHlerr 
hood of Nuns , among whom to place hi» daugh- 
ter . There was rn this place a Father of a Coar 
venr, who was very reach renowned for his piety 
and exemplary life; and, as it is ufual for ibofe 
who are under qny great offliftion or trouble of 
jnincfto apply themfelves to the moft emineiK 
ConfefTors for pardon and confobtion^ our beau- 
tifal votary took the opportunity of confeffiiig 
herfelf to this celebrated Father. 

We muft now return to TkeeJo/tus, who the 
tery itiorriing that the abovementioned ioc}uir]e5 
ha^ been made after him , arrived at a Reii* 
gions. Houfe in the City where now Confian- 
tia re(ided;and defiring that fecrecy and conceal- 
ment of the Fathers of the Convent , whicb 
"is very ufual upon extraordinary occafions, he 
made bimfelf one of the Order with a pnVate 
vow never to enquire after Coftantia ^ whom be 
looked upon ss given away to his rival upon 
the day in which , according to the common fa- 
IBe, their marriage was ro have been folemirf- 

dez. 



ccd. Hiving to his youth made a good progreft 
In learniog / ihac iie mighc dedicate himrelf iDOft 
cocirely to Religion, he encened ioco hofy Or- 
iderB, and in a few years l}ecaine renowned for 
jhis fan^dliiy of Mfe^ and ti^ofe pions femimencs 
which he infjpired into ^U who cbnverfed with 
him . Ic Was this holy man to whom Ccnfiamia 
iiad determined to a{>ply herfeJf in Confeffioo., 
ichough neither she nor any other, hefid^s the 
Prior of (he Convent knew any thing of his na- 
me or ifamify. The gay, the amiable Theodofitks 
had now taken upon him the «ame of Fcubtr 
.Francis^ and was io concealed in a Jong beard, 
4 shaven head, and a Religions habit, that ic 
-was impoffible to difeover the man pf the world 
Jo the venerable Conventual. 
V :As he was one morning shut up in hfe ^on-

She here^ pau/ed , and lifted 
up Her ejres that dreamed Krith tears towards 
the Father t Who was ib mo^ed with the fenfe 
of her foiTOws, that fee could only comhiaod 
his voice, which wa& bnoten vrith fighs and rob- 
bings, fo fir as to bM hen proceed. She foMc^ 
wed his dirpftions, and -in a flood of tears poo- 
red out her heart before him. The Father could 
not -forbear weeping aloud, infomuch that itt 
the agonies of his grief tha feat shook under 
him . CMftuntia who thoogbc the good mtfh 
was thus moved by his compaffion towards hei, 
and by the horror of her g«y< , proceeded with 
the utmoft cotKrItion to acquaint him wUh thtc 
vow of virginity in which she was going k> en- 
gage hi^rfeif , as the proper atonement for her 
iins, and the only facrifice she coald mkt to 
the memory of Tbeodafws^ The Father, who by 
this time had pr^try weM compofed himrelf, buvft 
out ag^in in te'ars upon hearing that name to 
^^hich ht \viA been fo long difiifed, and upoQ 
receiving this infisnce of an- ^nfyarallded fideltqf 
from one , who he though* bad feveral years flu- 
ce gfven herftlf up to the poffeffion of another.

poly* aUb co bid ber from time to cime jbe coa- 
forced: lo tell her thai her &m were forgiven

Conftantias heatt was (o elevated with this 
difcpurfe of Father Francis^ that the very next 
day she entered upon her vows. As foon as the 
folemoities of her ireception were over, she rcti^ 
red, as it is ufed, wJth the Abbefs into her owa 
apartment. 

The Abbefs had been informed the night be- 
fore of all that had pafled between her Noviciate 
and Father Francis , from whom she now deli- 
vered to her the following letter.

Ccnftantla faw that the hand wricmg agreed 
'With the content^ of the letter, and upon re- 
fle^ing ^on the voice of the perfots^;* the beha- 
viour and above allcbe extreme forrbw of the 
: Fathen during her coofi^ffioa, she difcovered'Ti^^^* 
:4l0fius in. e'very pardcular* After having wept with 
tears of joy; It is enough, faid.she, Thtodopus 
is 8111 ' ia Joeing : I shall live with conforc^and 
die in pA^ce. i : ^ > c 

The letters which the Father fent her.afcer- 
Vwajdsi are iliil extant in the Nunnery where she 
regdetd.,^ and are often read to the young Reii- 
^ipus ifl; order co infpire them with good refo- 
lutioDS and fentimeocs of virtue. It fo happened, 
that after Confiamia had lived about ten years 
in the Cloifter , a violent fever broke out in the 
place, which fwepc away great multitudes , and 
among others, Tbeodefius . Upon his death-bed

The ha* 
inor is , ihat any thing which can happen to any 
man's child , l« expefted by every man for his 
own . But my friend , whora I was going co 
fpealc of, does not flatted hi^felf with fuch vain 
expeftations ; but has bis eyes more upon the 
virtue and difpofition of Tiis children , than their 
advancement or wealth. Good habks are what will 
certainly improve a man's fortune and reputation^ 
but on (he other fide, affluence of fortune will 
t)oe as probably produce good affedions of the 
mind. 

It is very natural for a man of a kind dif- 
pofition to amufe himfelf with the prcJmifes his 
.imagination makes to him of the furure condi- 
tion of his children, and to feprefeot to him* 
i felf the figure they tfhall bear in the world aft^ 
he has left it. When his profpe€ls of this kind 
are agreeable, his fondnefs gives , as it were, a 
larger date to his own life; and the furviving of 
I worthy man in his Ton , is a pleafiire fcarce 
"tinferiour to tb^ hopes of the continuance of his 
iown life . That man is happy who can beheve 
.of his fon, that he will efcape the follies and 
^ndifcretions of which he himfelf was guilty, atid 
puriiie and improve every thing that was valuable 

in 



ifi bim* The continuance of his virtue is much 
more to be regarded than chat of his life y but 
it is the inoft lamentable of all reflexions, to 
think that the heir of a man's fortune is fuch t 
one as will be a ftranger to his friends , alieoar 
ted from the fame interefts, and a promoter of 
every thing which he himfelf difapproved. Ao 
eftate in poflTeffiion of fuch a fucceflbr to a good 
inao» is word ^ than laid wade; and the family 
of which he is the bead , is in a more deplorable 
condition than that of being extindt. 

When I vifit the agreeable feat of my honou- 
red friend Ruricola^' and walk from room co 
room revolving many pleating occurrences^ and 
the expreflions of many juft fenciments I have 
beared him utter, and fee the booby of his heir 
in pain while he is doing the« honours of his 
.l^oufe to the friend of his father, the heavinels 
31 gives one is not to be exprefTed. Want of 
genius is not te be imputed to any man, bat 
want of huiqanity is a man's o vn fault* The foa 
of Ruricola ( whofe life was one continued fe-
